On April 20 th and then again on April 22 nd , Emmett McDowell emailed me as a member 
of the Andy Boden for Sheriff Campaign, asking if I could meet with them for a few 
minutes to discuss “a matter that I believe is of some importance to the party 1 *. We 
agreed that I would meet them at the Hampton Diner on April 22 nd after 6PM. 

I arrived at approximately 6PM and Emmett and Ed Pandisuia greeted me. They were 
seated to the left toward the back of the dining area near the door to the meeting room. 

They proceeded to tell me that they had hoped to run a spirited campaign against the 
Sheriff, knowing that they were under funded and unlikely to win. They indicated that 
as a result of the actions taken against Andy Boden, other individuals were upset and 
set out to obtain a video that was described as the worst kept secret in Sussex County, 
i indicated that I was not aware of any video or issues with the Sheriff. They indicated 
that the video was of the Sheriff (not in uniform) and a young woman Stillwater 
Firefighter (in uniform) engaged in inappropriate behavior. I was told that the Sheriff 
was unlikely to survive this incident politically or legally and that the matter, its alleged 
cover up, as well as the incident associated with Andy Boden’s suspension were 
already delivered to the State Attorney General’s office and that legal proceedings 
were in motion already and likely imminent. 

We spoke for what was probably no more than 20-30 minutes in total. They indicated 
that since the issue had the potential to have a negative image against the party, they 
thought it was appropriate that they let me know it was coming. 

I said thank you for letting me know, that I would wait to see and hear what was about 
to happen in public, and see what happens from there. I made no promises to do 
anything and wasn’t asked to do anything in particular about our meeting.

I write this letter to you to outline false reporting by Channel 4 News, Sarah Wallace (Wallace), Jonathan 
White (White) and Michael Scuzzese (Scuzzese) which aired on May 29,2019. 

Sarah Wallace begins her story off by introducing White and goes on to say he volunteered to play the 
role of an inmate but never expected the hazing act that followed by the training officer. At this time of 
this training, I was not in fact the training officer. I was however, an officer assigned to the 1500-2300 
shift and was also assigned to training that day. 

White started with the agency in 2009 and resigned in 2012. I did not become the Training Officer until 
2014. Sergeant George Amot, Retired, was the training officer at the time of this training,

photos). Our agency has never had/used a black hood, we only use commercially produced hoods (spit 
masks) produced for medical and law enforcement personnel. White goes on to say that I pretended the 
remote was my penis and put in and out of his mouth.

White claims that I told everyone that from that point on everyone would refer to him as “Gay White.” 
This is also a false statement. White received that name from his fellow workers and army buddies, as 
there were two officers whom worked for the agency whose last names were both White. To indicate the 
difference, they jokingly began to call him “Gay White.” This was not started by me, but rather his 
“friends.”

These false statements and 
comments, without a doubt, are intended to hurt my character, position, family, department and you as 
they are known supporters of Andrew Boden, who is running for Sheriff of Sussex County.
